him with tenderness, wishing hun a long and pros 
perous reign • 

The first year of his reign, king Coder acquntii 
himself of all his royal functions with great assiduity 
Above all he took care to inform himself of the state 
of his affairs, and of all tint might in any way con 
tribute towards the happiness of his people Next 
jut, having left the administration to his council, 
under tlv* direction of Ins father, he left his capital, 
under pretence of diverting himself with hunting, 

, but his real intention was to visit all the provinces 
of his kingdom, that lje might reform abuses, 
establish good order, and, by showing Yrnnydf on 
*Jus frontiers, deprive alL ill minded princes, his 
ncighbours’of any opportunities of attempting any- 
thing against the security of his subjects. 

It required no less than a Jear for the young 
monarch to execute a design so worthy of him 
Soon after Ins return, die old king his father fi.Il so 
dangerously ill that lie knew at once he should 
never recover lie waited for his last moment 
with great tranquillity, and his only care was to 
recommend to the ministers and other lords of his 
sons court to persevere in the fidelity they had 
sworn to bun , anil then, was not one but willingly 
renewed his oalh as freely as at first. He died, at i 
length, io the great grief of king Bcdcr and . 
queen Gulnarc, who caused his corpse to be 
home to a stately imusdlcam, worthy of lus rank j 
and dignity 

The funeral ohsfcquies end$d, king Seder found I 
no difircukv in complying with that ancient custom i 
in Versa to mourn for the dead a whole mon’h 
and rot to be seen by anybody durjng that time, j 
lie would have mourned the death of his father for 
a lifetime, had he vpelderf. tn. hixeaccsxjre. affliction., | 
and had it been n K ht for a great pnnee thus to 
abandon himself to sorrow During this interval 
the queen, mother to queen Gulnarc, and king 
Saleh, together with the princess's, amt ed at the 
Persian court to condole. with their relations and 
took a great part in their affliction before they 
offered anv consolation. 

Wien the month was expired, the king could 
not refuse ndmittantc to the grind rawer and the 
Other lords of his court who besought hun to lay 
aside Ins mourning to show himself to hu subject-*, 
and res me the administration of a'uirt.

Neither our tears nor yours are capable, of restoring 
l*R to the good king your father, even though we 
should lament him all our diys. He has yielded to 
the common fate of all men, which, subjects them 
to pay the indispensable tribute of death. Yet we 
cannot say absolutely that he is dead since ire 
see him m your sacred person. lie dul not him- 
self doubt, when he was dying, but that he should 
revue in you , and to jour majesty it belongs to 
show that he was ndt deceived. 

King Bedcr could no longer oppose such reason 
ing He tod aside bis mourning , and after he fad 
resumed the joysl habits and ornaments, began 
to provide for the necessities of his kingdom and 
subjects with the same assiduity as before lus 
fathers death He icqmtud h msclf with uni 
versa! approbation , and as he was exact in m.-in » 
taming the ordinances of his predecessor, the 
people did not perceive they had clanged their 
sovereign. 

King Saleh, who was returned to lus dominions 
in the sea, with the queen his mother and the prm 
cesses, no sooner heard that kirg Bcdcr hid resumed 
the government, tlun he, at the end of the year, 
came alone to v isit him , and king Bedcr and queen 
Gulnarc were overjoyed to sec him.

When the ladies sa v 
that Abou Hassan had

As soon as he 
was done he got up, and after an attendant had 
Opened the door went, preceded by Mesroor who 
never left him, into another hall, as large as the 
former adorned with paintings by the best masters, 
and furnished with gol land silver vessels, carpets 
and «tl er nch furniture. ‘trven d tTcrent bands 
of music began a concert as soon as Abou Hassan 


appeared. In the hall there were seven Urge 
lustres and a table stood m the middle covered 
with dried sweetmeats and the choicest and most 
exquisite fruits of the season, raised in pyramids, in 
seven magnificent basins of pure gold and seven 
ladies, even more beautiful than the others, were 
standing round it, each with a fan m her hand.
